CVMboHt Ronahnrn.t thr Town Before 
the Landlnir of the Troop*—Flll- 
pluoN Retreat to Santa Rohh Pur* 
uued by me America on — Two 
American* Killed and Four 
Wounded—Discovery of Bomb* at 
Manila Reveal* a Plot for an In- 
■arirent I'prUlaff in the City. 
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Manila. Jan. 2.—The first movement 
of a general southern nilvnnoo oc¬ 
curred yesterday morning when two 
Imttttlions of the Thirty-ninth infantry 
landed and occupied Cuynho. on the 
smith side of Laguna ih* Bay. Two 
Americans weii* killed and four 
wounded. Twenty-four of the enemy's 
dead were found in one house. One 
hundred and fifty prisoners and four 
slx-ponndev l-apid-Ure guns were rap¬ 
tured. The gunliont Laguna de Bay 
I liomhardcd the town before the dis¬ 
embarkation of the iroops from the 
Cnseoes. which was made under the 
enemy's slirapnel fire. The enemy 
evacuated the place liefore 'the charg¬ 
ing Americans, retreating to Pant a 
itosa. to which town they were pttr- 
sued. Henry fighting oecnrred along 
the road to Santa Rosa, which was oc¬ 
cupied by tlit* insurgents, retreating 
south toward Singulen. The Ameri¬ 
cans harmed the .sumtry 'between and 
around Tnyiilio. The gmiltoat returned 
to Caianils) tor r*‘iuforcemeiiis and 
thence came to Manila to fetch aminu- 
idrion. She recently captured two of 
the enemy's steam laimoltes. one under 
the fire or artillery at Oil.fimlx>, and 
also tour cnscoos loaded with rice. 
Other regiments are mobilizing at San 
Pedro Maeatl and Pasig, preparatory 
to 'Coirfhnitng the southern advance. 

Pour explosive Isitnlis, a few fire¬ 
arms and 500 rounds of ammunition 
.were discovered in a house in the <en 
f ler of Manila while the police were 
• seeking Recarte. t lie insurgent leader 
who wns said to have eonte to Manila 
m tile hope of effecting an outbreak 
by taking advantage of the mobiliza¬ 
tion rtf American troops at f!en. T.aw- 
tori's funeral. It'was lea rind that the 
plot included the throwing of bombs 
among tlie foreign consuls attending 
the ceremony in order to bring about 
hiteruaficnal complications. These, it 
seems, were to have been thrown from 
the Kscoltii’s high buildings, lmt the 
•avoidance of the locality by the funer¬ 
al procession spoiled the plan. The 
populace, it is thought, had been pre¬ 
pared for tlie movement by a minor 
cirenhiiofl nmoug file natives that 
Agiiinaldo was personally to lend the 
oufhloak. The Americans were ad 
vised of what was brewiug and pre¬ 
pared for all conrliigeiieies. The cap¬ 
ture of 'bombs involved the seizure of 
(leciimerts inculpating a number of 
ffnlpinos who intended to rise against 
the Americans. I‘apel's were also 

*fouud showing a distribution of the 
city into districts and careful as- 
sigun cut of leaders ami followers. 
The precautions taken by tlie Ameri¬ 
cans on Saturday, it is now evident, 
alone prevented an uprising. Tlie 
provost, marshal has requested that, 
two more regiments he detailed for the 
protection of Mniiiln. Three thousand 
troops are now actually in the city.

Jan. The inemljers of 
the various Alasonic lodges in this city 
commemorated the one hundredth tin- 
niversary of the death of Washington 
by religious services in the historic 
churches of the metroisilis. most nota- 
bly in St. T'aill's cli.ipci of Trinity 
pnrisli. where the centenary cele¬ 
brated with a patriotic display. The 
other ehurches in which tlie special 
blnsonic devotional services took place 
w‘«re tlie St. Andrews Protestant 
Episcopal church, the Fourth Avenue 
Presbyterian, the Baptist Church of 
the Epiphany, the Hamilton Grange 
Reformed church, the Tremout Con¬ 
gregational church and tlie Church of 
the Savior. Five hundred members of 
the Masonic fraternity also marched 
to the Temple Emanuel, when* special 
services were conducted. 

Gift for Cklraf* University. 

Chicago, Jan. 3.-Tbc University of 
Chicago lias received a New Year's 
gift of $3.270,000. President Harper 
•will make the announcement to-day at 
the quarterly convocation of the uni¬ 
versity in SU.debaker hull. The presi¬ 
dent bored to announce that the uni¬ 
versity would be $4,000,000 richer, but 
he lias not been able to raise the $315,- 
000. wlileh, duplicated by John D. 
Rockefeller, would inuke up that 
amount. However. Mr. Rockefeller 
has wired that he will extend the time 
three mouths, and In that time Mr. 
Harper says lie is reasonably sure of 
getting the remaining money, ns he 
has nssurances of large donations in 
prospect. 

All In Cash. 

Trtntcn. X. J., Jan. 3. — The Amal¬ 
gamated Cooper company filed a cer¬ 
tificate with tlie secretary of state set¬ 
ting out. that its entire capital stock 
of $75,000,000 had been paid lu in cash. 
The certificate was signed by Henry 
H. Rogers, vice president, and Willlnm 
G. Rockefeller, secretary. 

/'Cbnrch Destroyed by Fire. 

Stxomsberg. Neb., Jan. 3. — Eden 
Baptist church, which was dedicated 
only a year ago. was totally destroyed 
by fire and two people seriously in- 
•jured. The fire was caused by an ex¬ 
plosion of acetylene gas. with which 
tlie church was lighted. 


ENFORCED INITIATION. 

DcjuiHORd Labor Union Goe* Out 
After Candidate* nnd Find* Them. 

Deadwood, S. D., Jan. 3.—A delega¬ 
tion of about eighty laboring men 
from the Deadwood Labor union 
marched from this city at night tq 
Plunm. a distance of two miles, and 
compelled eight workmen of tlie Kll- 
donnu chlorination works to march 
back to the union hall and join the 
union. The step had been contem¬ 
plated for some time. Several of the 
laborers of this plant had failed to 
join the union, lmt had shared Its 
privileges. Tin* unions of the Black 
Hills arc very strong and they are re¬ 
sponsible for keeping the wages so 
1 high. The men brought down from 
| Plr.mn made no objection and joined. 

THE HII.I.S PRIZE CHINAMAN. 

Was an American Cltlxen anil M«r- 
rleil to » Yankee Girl. 

Rapid City. 8. IX. Jan. 3.—Jim Fluey, 
the aged Chinaman who died at Buf¬ 
falo Hap last week, wns probably the 
oldest Chinaman in the Blnek Hills. 
He was an Americanized citizen and 
about twelve years ago he cut of liis 
queue and married an Americau girl, 
and tlieiT life wns a happy one. When 
the Elkhovn railroad was built to Buf¬ 
falo Gap he opened up a store and did 
a thriving business. He was burned 
out hut opened up again, lie was one 
of the best known business men in 
the Black Hills and died in good cir¬ 
cumstances. lie was seventy years 
old and leaves a wife and several chil¬ 
dren.

.children must be vaccinated. The or- 
' ders of the board are that each pupil 
after a reasonable time must Ik* vac¬ 
cinated or not attend. To-day. when 
school opens, tlie children of the Sci¬ 
entists will attend as usual, and if re¬ 
fused admission they threaten to take 
the case into the courts and see how 
much power the school Itoard inis in 
the matter. 

Cannon for Fargo. 

Fargo. X. D., Jan. 3.—Fargo is some¬ 
what elated over the success of the 
efforts of Mayor Johnson in securing 
one of -the captured Spanish cannon 
for Fargo. The mayor lias been after 
one for several mouths, anil the war 
deportment hnd turned a deaf ear to 
his plaint until Congressman Spnld- 
ing 'recently took the matter up and 
secured one that was taken from the 
captured cruiser Castide at Manila. 
The gun is now at Mare island. San 
Francisco, and will Ik* shipped to 
Portland and brought east from there. 
It is a six nnd a half-inch gun. and. 
with the carriage, weighs 20,00b 
pounds. 

Dynamite In Ills Pocket. 

Sioux Falls, 8. D.. Jan. 3. — John 
Gounrgo of Oldham carried a piece 
of dynamite in his pocket to his home, 
where he removed It. A short time 
afterward when lie placed his pipe, 
still containing a little fire, in his 
pocket there was an explosion that 
made bis bait- stand ou end. It. ap¬ 
pears that a small quantity of dyna¬ 
mite remained in the pocket. The 
man was not seriously injured.

M’COY WHIPS MAHER 


IRISHMAN KNOCKED Ol’T IN FIVE 
ROUNDS. * * 

Was a llnrd-For.stit Battle From 
Start to Flniih, lint McCoy Was 
Far the Cleverer in Ring Tactics, 
Dodging, Sldi.Stepping nnd Hit¬ 
ting Powers— .tlnher Gets In Very 
Few Effective Blows — Cleanest 
Knack-ont Ever Seen In n Ring 


New York. Jan. 3. — "Kid” AleCoy 
again placed himself in the champion¬ 
ship class by defeating Peter Alalier 
in a brisk, well-fought battle of five 
rounds before the Coney Island Ath¬ 
letic club yesterday afternoon. The 
light was scheduled to last twenty-five 
rounds and the , purse was to have 
been $20,000, but’ the attendance was 
not as large as bad been expected, and 
before the fight was begun the princi¬ 
pals agreed that the winner should 
receive* the gross gate receipts. The 
hattlc was hard-fought from start to 
finish, hut AleCoy was far the cleverer 
mnn in ring tactics, dodging, side¬ 
stepping and hitting powers. He 
showed himself to be a good ring 
general, ever watching for an opening 
and never failing io lake advantage 
of one. Alalier, although erodlued with 
being a heavy hitter, did not get in 
many effective blows. His foot work 
was poor, and at times he did not ap¬ 
pear to have perfect control of litm- 
■8Clf. 

AVhen the men entered the ring and 
■stripped for battle both looked to he 
In perfect condition and they were 
greeted with tumultuous applause. 
The blow which ended the fight was 
a straight left which landed on the 
point of the jaw nnd the Irishman 
went dowu on his right elbow and wns 
■counted out in this position. It was 
a terrible blow and landed rigid on 
the spot, an ox could have scarcely 
withstood Its force. It was the clean¬ 
est kiloek-out ever seen ill a ring fight, 
and while some people were unkind 
enough to say that Alalier could have 
gotten up again, those who were near¬ 
est to tlie fighters and saw the force 
of the blow, were of the opinion that 
Sullivan in his palmiest days couid 
not have withstood it. 

A CONTROVERSY CLOSED. 

Tlie Foretirn Concession* in Minim- 
lui 1 Arc ExtenileU. 

Washington. Jan. 3.—The extension 
of the foreign concessions at Slying- 
hai. Chinn, closes a diplomatic contro¬ 
versy between Great Britain, the Unit¬ 
ed States and France which has at 
times become rather acute. France 
taking the position of one stage of the 
negotiations that the American co¬ 
operation with tlie British in oppos¬ 
ing the French plan of extension was 
an unfriendly net toward France. 
This and the other differences hare 
been happily adjusted. The French 
concession is extended without includ¬ 
ing the American missions. The Brit¬ 
ish and American settlements are ex¬ 
tended. nnd to some extent merged in 
the International settlements, but the 
Brilish-Amerlcati extension does not 
so envelop the French colony as to 
place It in a pocket. 

RILES TWO PROVINCES. 

LI IInme Chflt-K I* .Not to Be lie-

Washington. Jan. 3. — The Chinese 
minister. Wu 'I ing-Fang. lias received 
a dispatch from China stating that Li 
Hung Chang has been appointed act¬ 
ing viceroy of two provinces in the 
South of Chinn, adjacent to Canton. 
Tlie minister says this ,s a marked dis- 
tl action to the vent ■ruble Chinese 
statesman, as tin* provinces are among 
the most populous nnd commercially 
Important In tin* empire.

They were beard 
quarreling just previous to the acci¬ 
dent. and it is thought Sineo pushed 
his partner into the shaft to death, or 
was in some way responsible for it. 

NEWFOUNDLAND LOYAL.

Can to Assist thr Empire. 

London. Jan. 3. — The Times pub 
llshes a dispatch from St. Johns. N. F., 
dated Dec. 31. saying: All the political 
parties agree that the renewal of the 
modus viveiuli for another year is a 
measure which will pass unanimously, 
both houses, nbout April 15. All tlie 
colonists are united In a desire to as¬ 
sist the empire by every possible 
means. 

Injuries Prove Fntal. 

Oakland. Cal.. Jau. 3.—Douglass B. 
Woodworth, ex-member of the Can¬ 
adian parliament, of lute a practicing 
attorney who resided near this city, 
died from Injuries received a week 
ago when his horses ran away, throw¬ 
ing him out of liis carriage. Deceased 
was a native of Canada, aged lifty-slx 
years. He wns a mendter of the Can¬ 
adian parliament for fifteen years. 

Claims Commission flevlsed. 

Valparaiso, Jan. 3. — The Chilean 
congress having approved the renewnl 
of the Chilean claims coni mission, or 
Washington tribunal, according to the 
treaty with the United States, execu¬ 
tive action yesterday made tlie revival 
an accomplished fact. 


PASSENGERS INJURED 

By a Rock Blnst on the Line of tht 
Duluth & Iron River. 

Duluth, Minn., Dec. 30—Some work¬ 
men engaged at blasting rook on the 
line of the Duluth & Iron Range road 
came near demolishing a passenger 
train. The north-bound train was 
almost due when tlie blast was ready 
to be sot off under a big rock near the 
track. A tnau was sent back to flag 
the train, but he was not seen iu time 
by tlie engineer and tlie train came on 
at full speed. Tlie blast went off as 
the rear coacli was possing, and fly¬ 
ing stone was hurled through the side 
and top of tlie coach. Several passen¬ 
gers were injured, also Conductor G. 
W. Cornell, who is now in the hospital 
at Soudan. 

, NO SHOW INDIANS. 

Buffalo Bill and Others Wild Over 
the Recent Prohibitive Order. 

Washington, Dec. 30.—Since the re¬ 
cent announcement of the new policy 
of the Interior department, discontin¬ 
uing wild lndinn exhibitions, the de¬ 
partment lias been deluged with both 
written and oral inquiries. Col. W. F. 
Cody has protested that the action will 
nearly ruin his business. A large 
number of letters on t he subject, most¬ 
ly indorsing the department’s attitude, 
have come liy mail. Commissioner 
Jones said there would be no change 
In the department’s policy, and that 
he was convinced the exhibitions have 
a demoralizing tendency and retard 
Indian progress. 

Gave Her the WroiiK Medlclue. 

Chicago, Dec. 30. — Alt's. Henrietta 
Phillips of Racine. AVis., lias entered 
suit against the ITosbyteviun hospital 
for $100,000 damages. She claims to 
have been made an invalid for life by 
the mistake of a nurse in giving her a 
dose of medicine intended for another 
patient. The hospital authorities ad¬ 
mit that an error was made by one of 
the nurses, but declare that tlie medi¬ 
cine given was harmless.

Chamberlain, S. D.. Dec. 30.—Dr. C. 
A. Kastman, the full-blood Indian who 
married F. 11atie Goodale, an educated 
white woman and well known In many 
parts of the country, now in the Car¬ 
lisle. Pa.. Indian school, was at Crow 
Crook Indian agency the past week. 
He has returned to Carlisle, raking ten 
of the young Crow Creek Indians with 
him. Dr. and Airs. Eastman at one 
time lived in St. Paul, where he prac¬ 
ticed his profession. 

Ilnlf n Bridge Rotter Thun None. 

Winona. Alinn.. Dec. 30. — The city 
will build a bridge from the shore of 
the river to the solid ice in the channel 
for the Wisconsin farmers, and allow 
them to use it free. The ice along the 
city front is always unsafe and a 
bridge is necessary. Heretofore pri¬ 
vate parties liave built the bridge and 
charged toil, giving much dissatisfac¬ 
tion to the fanners.

Des Aloines, Iowa. Dec. 30. — The 
Western Surgical anil Gynecological 
association, comprising the States of 
Illinois, Wisconsin.

He was hunting with n 
neighbor named Ziesmer. whose gun 
was accidentally discharged, the 
charge entering the right side of Elton 
and lodging in his lung. He is ex¬ 
pected to die.

Rrmove Stalin from Table Linen. 

The careful housewife Is much an¬ 
noyed when a spic span tablecloth is 
marred by a stain of food or beverage. 
These can, however, be quite easily re¬ 
moved If taken when fresh. For tea 
stains, spread the stained plane over 
a basin, then rub the spot well with 
either powdered borax or pure glycer¬ 
ine, then pour boiling water through 
the material, allowing it to soak well 
In this. If the stains are not fresh, 
this may require to be lepeated. Cof¬ 
fee stains may be removed In i!ie same 
way. Fruit and wine stains are fre- 
! quently very troublesome, and should 
be attended to as soon as may be. If 
J possible, at once strain the stained 
j part of the cloth over a ba3in. and rub 
I the spot well with fine salt, then pour 
j boiling water through It to prevent 
the mark spreading.

Ferliaps every one is aware of the 
quite magical effect of a face shampoo 
when tired out. Its refreshing powers 
are so great that the little trouble in¬ 
volved is not worth considering. Wet 
a sponge in soft, hot water. Put on It 
a little good soap and a few drops of 
glycerine. Lather the face thorough¬ 
ly with the rinse, and rub the skin with 
almond meal till it is quite dry. Wash 
the meal off with fresh hot water, then 
spray or sponge the face with cold 
water till the flesh feels nice and firm. 
This closes the pores. Dry gently with 
a soft towel and powder lightly with 
pure Fuller's earth.

Fried Oysters. 

Select large oysters. Clean, par-boll 
slightly, to draw out some of the water. 
Drain and dry on a towel. Roll In 
flour or fine bread crumbs, dip In 
mayonnaise dressing, then in crumbs 
again. Let them stand five minutes, 
| and it they seem moist dip again in 
crumbs and cook at once in deep, hot 
| fat, one minute. Being already cooked 
| they need only the browning of the 
crumbs. 

Salmi of Duck. 

Cut the flesh of a roast duck into 
pieces no larger than a half dollar and 
keep them hot. Put the scraps and 
trimmings in a sauce pan with half a 
pint of claret, two shallots, a bay leaf, 
a spring thyme, a pinch of red pepper, 
and a pint of stock. Reduce this over 
a quick fire and strain, add two ounces 
of butter, half a pint of shrimps or 
mushrooms and the juice of half a 
lemon. Mix well, but do not boll. Dish 
tho duck on slices of fried or toasted 
bread, pour the sauce over It and gar> 
nlsh with parsley. 

Golden Spice Cake. 

Cream half a cup ot butter, add one 
cup of brown sugar and beat well. Add 
the yolks of four eggs and one whole 
egg, well beaten; stir in half a cup 
each of milk and molasses, two and 
one-fourth cups of flour, sifted, with 
half a teaspoonful of soda, half a tea- 
spoonful of clove, one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, one-fourth of a grated nut¬ 
meg, a few grains of cayenne and a few 
gratings of lemon peel. Bake In a 
square loaf. In a moderate oven, about 
an hour, and when cold Invert and 
cover the bottom with a marshmallow 
frosting. 

Chocolate Podding. 

Take a quart of milk, mix a little of 
it with three tablespoonfuls of corn¬ 
starch and the same quantity of grated 
chocolate. Blend to a smooth paste, 
and stir It briskly Into the remainder 
of the milk while It Is boiling briskly. 
Cook for three minutes, remove and 
add a teaspoonful of vanlla and the 
beaten yolks of three eggs. Pour the 
mixture Into a buttered pie dish and 
bake from twenty to thirty minutes. 
Whisk the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, stir Into them a tablespoonful 
: of powdered sugar, and pile It care¬ 
lessly on the pudding and place it In 
j a warm (not hot) oven for five minute* 
to set. Serve hot.

But where the joko came in: The 
next week the editor of the Forutn sent a 
copy to the editor of the Hampshire County 
Bible, Northampton, nnd he published it.— 
The editor here of the Enterprise is a royal 
good fellow, and the first time I was in his 
office after he got the Forum he put on a 
long face and handed me the article. I said: 
“Where did you get this clipping?’’ Then he 
produced the Fargo Forum. I said to him: 
•‘Was there any name signed to the article?” 
“No,” he replied. I said to him. “Is it not 
an actual fact? Are not the statements made 
therein true in their entirety?” Ho answered 
me thusly: “Verily, yes, Selman.” I re¬ 
plied: “You arc an honest Scotchman and 
I will lie equally honest with you—I wrote 
that nrticlc, and it is the plain, unvarnished 
truth so far as this country is concerned.” 

Now, Friend Hurly, to show what vast 
st rides the West has made during the last 25 
years, less than 20 years ago it is an actual 
fact that whichever political pnrty in our 
presidential elections failed of getting the 
electoral vote of the state of New York, lost 
theeluction. Just stopand consider the vast 
strides the West has made during this time! 
Iu point of numbers the West can elect if 
they lose the vote of every Eastern stato and 
the state of New York! 

Now take the farming towns—the hil 
towns of western Massachusetts—of Hamp¬ 
shire. Franklin nnd Berkshire counties, nnd 
from the year of our Lord 18(H) to the year 
1888, the population hnd decreased one-half, 
though that of some of the manufacturing 
towns had increased. Take the state of New 
Hampshire as a whole, and from 18U0 to 1880 
she had increased in population one per 
cent. 

It is a foregone conclusion that farmers in 
the Now England states enuuot compete 
with the West. If it were possible to isolate 
the Eastern states from tlic West and cutoff 
our supplies from the West for the space of 
two months, wo would be in a suffering con¬ 
dition. In proof of this, during the railroad 
riots in Cliicago a few years since, during 
the short time that the railroad traffic was 
demoralized, just see how the price of meat 
nnd other things went up. 

It is about time our young American men 
should look this matter squarely in the face, 
for in less than twenty years from now there 
will be but little land in Uncle Sam’s domain 
that will pay for taking. It behooves them 
if they want land and homes in the West, to 
get n move on them. If not, the men from 
foreign lands will possess them. 

Knowing what I do of the lands in North 
Dnkota, if a young man with push and good 
habits wants to get ahead in the world and 
get n home, I certainly would advise bun to 
go to North Dakota.

Is 
attained through such change and vari¬ 
ation; the sleeping hours are as neces¬ 
sary as the waking hours, rest as ex¬ 
ercise, constructive as destructive me¬ 
tabolism, says the Medical Record. It 
would be well if this truth were more 
generally and thoroughly appreciated. 
What is It that Is causing the nervous 
breakdowns among our business men, 
society women and students? Does not 
every one in this rushing modern life 
feel that there is more put upon him 
than he can possibly do; more work 
and play and engagements and cares? 
Y'et the trouble in most cases Is not 
that people are overworked, but that 
they work against physiologic law. 
The business man feels that there can 
be no pause In work it be is to win 
success, and It is the continuity of 
strain that is killing him; the scholar 
who studies night and day loses origin¬ 
ality and Insight and finds himself be¬ 
coming a bookworm and a pedant. It 
Is the old story of "All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy.” which 
might well be reversed to fit the suf¬ 
fering from nervous exhaustion of 
pleasure-seekers, whose lives are 
blighted by ennui and discontent. Thfe 
best work of pur lives is not done with 
the feverish, overwhelmed and bur¬ 
dened mind which comes from contin¬ 
uous. unvarying strain, whether phys¬ 
ical or mental, whether from business 
or pleasure. We all need the ebb¬ 
tides of recreation, relaxation and quiet 
thought in order that there may follow 
the floodtides of health and strength 
for the real decisive efforts of life.

6wept Past the Astonished Guards nn<| 

Saved the Valuables. 

The Philadelphia Commercial Mu¬ 
seum and the National Export exposi¬ 
tion had their beginning in the collec¬ 
tions gathered for Philadelphia at the 
world's fair in Chicago by Dr. William 
P. Wilson, now director of the museum, 
says the Philadelphia Post. The work 
of packing the valuable material kept 
Dr. Wilson at work nearly all through 
the winter. His labors were almost at 
an end when a Are broke out endan¬ 
gering his most* precious goods. Dr. 
Wilson called one of his assistants. 
“Go out and get all the wagons you 
can, and get them quickly,” he said. 
The assistant lost no time in making 
his way to the nearest gate. But in 
a few minutes he came back despond¬ 
ent. "It's no use,’ 'he said; "we can't 
get a wagon! They are afraid thieves 
may plunder exhibits, and the guards 
will let 110 one enter the grounds. What 
can we do?" "Do!” exclaimed Dr. 
Wilson; "why, get those wagons here! 
We must and will have them. Go back 
and hire them. Then form them in a 
line outside the gate, and at the head 
of the line put t]ee biggest driver and 
the best team of the lot. Then, when 
you give the word, let them drive In. 
guards or no guards, and every man 
jack of them close after him. Now, 
hurry!” Within ten minutes the col¬ 
umn was formed, and, led by a brawny 
Irishman, it swept past the astonished 
guards like a battery going into action, 
stopping only when the agricultural 
building was reached. The goods that 
Dr. Wilson was anxious to save were 
among the thirty carloads of exhibits 
shipped to Philadelphia three weeks 
later, and some of them may be seen 
at the Commercial museum today. 

Deer Spreading Eastward. 

The common red, or Virginia deer, 
U exceedingly plentiful In many parts 
of New Brunswick, and a peculiar fact 
concerning it is that it is largely 
changing Its habitat, so far as Canada 
is concerned. It has recently made its 
appearance in the Gaspe district, where 
hitherto It was unknown. Upon the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence it was 
only known until quite recently, to In¬ 
habit Western Canada and the Ottawa 
district of the Province of Quebec. 
Within the last year or two It has 
spread Into the St. Maurice territory, 
and thence into the country north of 
Lake St. John. In the vicinity of Que¬ 
bec specimens have lately been seen 
swimming across the St. Lawrence 
from the south shore to the north 
shore. In the localities where It Is most 
abundant, namely, In the Ottawa and 
Gaspe districts. In the Metapedla val¬ 
ley, north of Montreal, the neighbor¬ 
hood of Lake Megantic and the coun¬ 
ties of Beauce, L'lslet and Kamour- 
aska. it has Increased to such an ex¬ 
tent as to be a nuisance to the farm¬ 
ers, whose crops It ravishes. It seems 
particularly fond of peas. Large num¬ 
bers of this beautiful animal are now 
falling dally to the guns of vlBltlng 
sportsmen.—Toronto Sunday World.

BOERS ARE ROUTED 


SEVKRR DEFEAT ADMIA'lSTEKED 

BY gex. fheach. 

ColoiliarK Vow Occnplcd by Abe 
British Troop*—Burrs Were Tak¬ 
en by Surprise, but Replied VIk- 
oronsly—Artillery Duel Maln- 
tnlned for Ttvo Honrs—British 
bosses SIlKlit. Iml Iloer Losses Be¬ 
lieved to Be l.nree—Freneh'a Suc¬ 
cess fit uses .loy ill Enilsml. 


London, Jan. 3.—A special dispatch 
‘ received liere says that Gen. French 
lias completely defeated the Boers and 
has occupied Colesburg. 

The Daily Mail lias the following 
dispatch, dated Jau. 1, from l’enns- 
borg: 

“Yesterday afternoon a big force of 
cavalry and infantry, with six guns, 
under the personal command of Gen. 
French, moving by detour, occupied 
some bills three miles from Solosborg. 
where the Boers were in strength, 
eonfident lu the untural aid afforded 
them by the hills around. The ene¬ 
my's position extended six miles 
around the entire village. At day¬ 
break our artillery opened the battle. 
Tipi Boers were taken by surprise, but 
replied vigorously. An artillery duel 
was maintained for two hours. Then 
a Boer Hotchkiss collapsed and was 
abandoned. We captured it. A Boer 
big gun wns silenced, but this and the 
other big Boer guns wen- withdrawn 
to the northward, where we are linr- 
rassing the Boer retreat by a damag¬ 
ing shell fire. Colesberg is in our 
hands and the few remaining loyalists 
are jubilant. We have captured many 
wagons and a considerable quautity 
of stores. Our losses were quire slight, 
but the Boers must have suffered 
heavily. They may stop at Achterbang 
or cross the river at Xorvnlspont. 
where the bridge is still intact." 

An Example of Sounil Tactics. 

London. Jan. 3.—The success of Gen. 
French in driving the Boers from 
Oolesbcrg has shot a welcome ray of 
light through the gloom of campaign 
in South Africa. Everywhere it is 
commented upon ns an example of 
sound tactics and as an illustration of 
what may be done when the right 
methods are employed with tin* Boers. 
The government is urged to take the 
lession to heart and to see that no 
stone is left unturned in the endeavor 
to get the largest possible forces of 
cavalry and mounted infantry to the 
front. Now that Gen. French has the 
Boers on the run tlio hope is expressed 
that lie will give them no rest, but 
will linrrnss them 'until they have 
found their way across the Orange riv- 
V which Is twelve miles distant. The 
old wagon road to the Free State from 
.Colfsberg crosses the river by a fine 
bridge 134 feet long. Ii Is liolieved 
that the Boers retreated toward 
Norvalspont, further east, and the 
question is whether Gen. French will 
be able to secure these two bridges be¬ 
fore the Boers destroy them. One Im¬ 
portant feature of the success of Gen. 
French is that it will have a deterrient 
effect upon the 

Disaffected Dutch 

colonists. There is a disposition liere 
to underrate small victories and 
skirmishes. It should be borne in 
mind that French lias only 2.000 men. 
and so far as the Important points of 
the campaign is concerned the situa¬ 
tion is virtually unchanged. 

At Modder Hirer the Boars appear 
to lie modifying somewhat tlieir lino 
of defense. Gen. Buller’s scouts have 
discovered a Boer camp established in 
the vicinity of Springfield, southwest 
of Colenso. by a Free State com¬ 
mando. Similar movement lias been 
made at Modder lliver. A large force 
of Boers, it is reported, have formed a 
new laager about fifteen miles down 
the stream at Kamootlinok. Tito heli¬ 
ograph reports from Ladysmith show 
that ail was well on Dee. 31. The 
bombardment was being continued, 
but its intensity lmd relaxed. An of¬ 
ficial dispatch from Ladysmith eon- 
firms tlie report cabled yesterday that 
several officers of the Devonshire reg¬ 
iment were seriously wounded by the 
explosion ol' a Boer shell in the mess 
tent. 

Rumor* of n Dutch IIUIiik. 

Cape Town, Jan. 3. — Ugly rumors 
are In circulation of a Dutch rising 
with the object of seizing Capo Town 
and the docks and capturing the gov¬ 
ernor of Cape Colony. Sir Alfred Mil¬ 
ner. The center of the movement Is 
said to be Paarl. a village about thir¬ 
ty miles from Cape Town, where a 
meeting of the Afriknudcrbund wns 
held- recently. A secret meeting was 
held at lUclimond on Dec. 28, and it 
ta reported that the members of the 
bund In these two towns are acting in 
conceit. The members of the bund at 
Willington and the Dutch in Clan 
William district are said to be armed 
, with Mausers and to be nni.ons to 
use them In behalf of the Boers. Al¬ 
though the stories of uu uprising are 
discredited, the police and military 
are taking ample precautions. 

TO PRETEXT A RISIXG. 

Gourd* Are Orvanlird b»- Brit¬ 
on* In Cape Colour. 

Cape Town, Jan. 3.-The colonial au¬ 
thorities are using every precaution to 
prevent an Insurrection on the part of 
the disloyal Dutch in Cape Colony and 
. to prevent a rising elsewhere. Every¬ 
where tlie British colonies nre being 
organized into home guards, drilled 
and made ready to act in their re¬ 
spective localities should armed Dutch 
coionlals gather. Tlie theory Is that 
the British home-staying colonials 
should be fully prepared to cope with 
the Dutch colonials without the aid of 
regulars. The alertness of the British 
renders action on the part of the pro- 
Boer residents difficult. Unable to act 
openly, they slip away singly or in 
anmll groups, to join the enemy's 
forces. The authorities have been In¬ 
formed of many centers of agitation, 
where It is considered undesirable to 
’particularize, but there Is nothing like 
concerted action apparent over wide

RECEIVED BY THE PRESIDENT. 

Brilliant Xcw Year’* Function at the 
White llon*e. 

Washington, Jan. 3.—Beneath a sky 
as bright ns that above Cuba and lu a 
wind as eold as the Arctic, more than 
2,000 citizens stood in line at the 
White House -rates yesterday waiting 
to pay Ihojc i- spccls to the president 
of the United States after the brilliant 
official reception which ushered in the 
new year and marked the opening of 
the social season in Washington. Mrs. 
McKinley was present in spite of her 
feeble health. She remained In the 
blue parlor only through the strictly 
official section of the programme, re¬ 
tiring then as h:ul beou previously ar¬ 
ranged. The troublesome questiou of 
precedence between the army and 
navy was settled in favor of tlie form¬ 
er. Gen. Miles leading the military con¬ 
tingent. with Adjt. Gen. Corbin at his 
lefi side. After tlie army had passed 
in view Admiral Dewey, with tlie ven¬ 
erable Admiral Melville on his arm. 
led tlie navy line. Mrs. Dewey was 
witli the receiving party, and was es¬ 
corted in on the arm of Secretary 
Loug. The diplomatic corps, which 
headed the list of guests, was. as al¬ 
ways. tlie show feature of the recep¬ 
tion. Lord Fauueefote, the British 
ambassador, and dean of the porps, 
led tlie way. The display of uniforms 
was brilliant. Following these, ihe 
American officers, judges of the su¬ 
preme court, senators and representa¬ 
tives. department chiefs and tlie like 
made a longer, if less striking, pro¬ 
cession. Tlie reception of tlie general 
public ce.ueluded the function. 

DEMIfTRATS IX COXTROI.. 

GoHioI'ii Follower* Will Orvnnlse 

tlie Kentucky LetrlMlature. 

Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 3.—All doubt as 
to the ability of the Goebel Democrats 
to organize both houses of tlie legis¬ 
lature was removed by the attendance 
in tlie Democratic caucus last night. 
In the house caucus ail of the fifty- 
eight Democrats answered to roll call 
and participated. In tlie senate four 
Democrats remained out. They were 
Senators Alexander, Mayes. Gillespie 
and Hoberts. Senator Hill was also 
sick and absent, but is not classed 
with the dissenters. In the senate 
caucus Senator Ilerold created a sen¬ 
sation by making an alleged expose of 
the anti-Goebel lobby, claiming he 
had been approached by J. Whalleu 
of Louisville aud offered $400 to re¬ 
main out of caucus. Tlie money, lie 
said, had been placed in a box at the 
Louisville Trust company’s, the key of 
which he passed up to Senator Goebel, 
who was presiding over the caucus, 
ending his speech by declaring that lie 
had entered into tlie deal for the pur¬ 
pose of exposing Whalleu. aud further 
that there was not money enough in 
the world to make him disloyal to his 
party and his state. 

The Content In Kentucky- 

Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 3. — Attorneys 
for Goebel and other contesting Dem¬ 
ocratic candidates for state offices yes¬ 
terday afternoon served notices upon 
the Republican eotitestees to take dep¬ 
ositions to be used as evidence in the 
pending contesting eases and tlie nam¬ 
ing of their witnesses. The list of 
witnesses include a long array of 
prominent men in both the Republican 
and anti-Goebel Democratic parties. 

WITHOI'T AX EXGIXEER. 

Train Run* Fifty Mile* With Xu 
Hand on the Throttle. 

Codai- Rapids, Iowa. Jau. 3. — The 
overland limited on the Northwestern 
railway ran fifty miles last night with¬ 
out an engineer. No one on tlie train 
was conscious of tlie danger until the 
fireman brought the train to a stand¬ 
still at Bertram. Near Mechanicsvillc 
Engineer E. J. Fiske iu some unknown 
manner fell from the cab, and the fire¬ 
man did not not its* liis absence till the 
train had whirled over fifty miles. 
Fiske was picked up unconscious t: 
few hours later aud died in a hospital 
here.
